GLARING FACTS. 


VThat the Single Gold Standard Ha* Don* 


for the Furmeri of the Country. 


The New York Herald is beginning 


to open its eyes to a condition of things 
that has long- been attracting the at- 
tention of thoughtful people. Our con- 
temporary has received some of the ad- 
vance sheets of the report of the de- 
partment of agriculture, showing the 
money values of the principal Amer- 
ican crops in recent years. 


These reports, as the Herald remarks, 


Jurnish some stariling revelations, es- 
pecially to that large class of business 
men who have closed their eyes to the 
ruinous effects of the appreciation of 
gold, as compared with all other com- 
modities. But they are not startling 
revelations to those who have watched 
the course of events in the light of the 
axioms that have been laid down for 
their guidance by all the great finan- 
cial authorities of the world. For the 
results that now appear to the Herald 
as startling- revelations were predicted 
by bimetallists years ago, and there 
has hardly been a month, since 3*78, 
that the Constitution has not warned 
its readers of the inevitable results of 
gold monometallism—the appreciation 
of gold at the expense of the products 
of human labor. 


These results, as Mr. Robert Giffin 


admits, have been staved off, as the 
phrase is, first by the Bland-Allison 
act, which added to the volume of sil-

Tho Herald presents its figures under 


the head of "Recent Fluctuations in 
the Nation's Wealth," but it strikes 
us, and we think it will so strike our 
readers when they have studied the 
figures, that "fluctuations" is a very 
modest term with which to describe 
the awful losses that have fallen on 
the producers of the country even since 
1893, 
to say nothing of the still more 


extraordinary losses they have suffered 
if comparisons be made with 1873. In 
1S90 the three cereal crops of wheat, 
corn and oats were valued at $1,310,- 
000,000, 
and 
in 1891 
they 
put 


into the pockets of the people the 
sum of Sl,582,000,000! Even in 1893, 
in the face of a disastrous drought, 
covering1 the whole grain producing 
region, the value of the cereal crops 
amounted .to 81,173,512,122. But in 1893 
and 1895 their combined value dropped 
to 5995,000,000 or less, reaching last 
year only §969,000,000—being $204,000,- 
000 less than in 1890, and §013,000,000 
less than in 1891. Tlnis we see that in 
three years—with nothing whatever to 
explain it but the appreciation of gold 
—the agricultural producers of the 
country (not counting the producers of 
cotton) lost the stupendous sum of 
61,158,000,000. 


But tho tables printed by the Herald 


enable us to add cotton to the list Ac- 
cording to the reports of the agricul- 
tural department the value of the four 
great crops stood as follows in 1891-92:

The comparison shows that the value 


of the four crops in 1893 was $187,000,- 
000 below that of 1892, and §640,000,000 
below that of 1S91. In 1891 the falling 
off was about $600,000,000 as compared 
with 1891-93. In 1895 the combined 
values of the four great crops was $44,- 
OCO,000 less than those of 1893-94; $231,- 
000 000 less than those of 1892, and 
§084,000,000 less than those of 1891. 
In 


other words, the producers of cotton, 
wheat, corn and oats in this country 
have lost on their crops alone, since 
1890, a sum equal to 51,178,000,000. 


But this is not tho whole story, nor 


even half of it. The tables reproduced 
by the Herald take no account of the 
decline in the values of farm lands, 
and in the value of all landed property 
which has taken place since. Such 
spoliation as this for the benefit of the 
bondholders, the gold speculators and 
the money power has never before 
been witnessed in the history of the 
civilized world. 


If these stupendous losses, which the 


reports of the agricultural department 
chronicle, fell wholly on the farms, on 
the men who produce the four great 
crops, such men as Thomas Hitchcock 
(who controls the financial views of the 
New York Sun) might bo justified in 
claiming that those who urge the re- 
mouetization of silver are in favor of 
class legislation; but the fact is, and it 
ought to be plain to every person of 
ordinary intelligence, that this im- 
mense loss to the farmers is a loss to 
tho whole country—a loss to the bus- 
iness and mercantile community; a loss 
to the railway corportations; a distinct 
loss to tho trading 
capital of the 


country. For every dollar lost to the 
farmers there is a dollar lost to the 
merchants and storekeepers. There 
can be no trade to amount to anything 
when the products by which wealth is 
created and debts paid are depreciated 
to the extent shown by the official 
figures we have quoted. A man's ca- 
pacity to trade is limited by the amount 
of monev he can afford to spend. 
Cut off his supply of money by low 
prices, and he cannot afford to buy. 
He is extremely fortunate if he can 
manage to pay his debts and his taxea 
without being driven to the necessity 
of borrowing. 


We repeat that every dollar lost to 


the farmers of the country, who create 
wealth and make the payment of debts 
possible, is a direct loss to the business 
interests of the whole country, for the 
money that has been lost would enter 
into all tho thousand and onechanneli 
of trade, enliven business, create an 
active demand for the products of 
manufacturing industries and open up 
new fields of development. 


In this matter, the wage earner in 


New England is even more seriously 
affected by the low prices of farm 
products than the farmer himself. 
Does any sensible mind need to have a 
diagram of this fact 5n order to under- 
stand it?—Atlanta Constitution.

The story of the Scottish -Reforma- 


tion, as told by 15 of Portsmouth's 
young people and elucidated by Mrs. 
H. E. Monroe, a stereopticou lecturer, 
at the Grand last night, made a most 
delightful and instructive evening's 
entertainment. 
The affair was given 


under the auspices of the Women's 
Auxiliary of the Y. M. C. A., as the 
closing attraction of the Star course 
managed by them. 
The program is 


built on plans both novel and magnifi- 
cent and the entertainment makes a 
pleasing contrast to the ordinary home 
talent affairs. 
A version of that im- 


portant historic epoch is presented in a 
manner impressive and attractive. The 
story of John Knox vs. Mary, Queen of 
Scots, is told in the lecture by Mrs. H. 
E. Monroe, a very pleasing and clear 
talker. 
She tells the story of the lives 


of those two famous characters, illus- 
trating her talk with 
stereopticon 


views. 
There were in all 85 very fine 


views, the pictures being exceptionally 
good and well displayed. Her lecture 
was interspersed by the -scenes pre- 
sented by the young people in cost-nines 
of that period. 
The important inci- 


dents of the recital were in this manner 
impressed upon the inind as nothing 
else could do it. 
As a lesson in his- 


tory, the evening is worth weeks of 
study , and as an entertainment, it is 
equal to any home talent affair which 
has been given here this season. 
The 


array of costumed personages is impos- 
ing and the magnificence of the affair, 
as a whole, is a feature of it. 
The en- 


tertainment opened with an allegorical 
processional '' Rallying of the clans,'' 
led by Miss Mattie Lynn and Frank 
Black. 
It was a very pretty and im- 


pressive scene. The second part, was 
an interesting scene between Puritans 
and students from Glasgow University 
on their way to moot the Queen.

Miss Lena Kline's pre- 
sentation of the role of Queen Mary, 
and Misses Louise Greene, Ada Greene, 
Mabel Russell arid Laura Richardson 
as maids, deserve the highest compli- 
ments. The mournful singing in the 
distance as the party moved slowly 
away made a very fine effect.

The convention of the American Jew- 


ish Historical society in this city has at- 
tracted fresh public interest in the 
American Jew, or, to speak with more 
national spirit, the Jewish-American. 
The voluminous labors of Solomon Wolf, 
of Washington, have only recently re- 
'suited in a triumphant demonstration 
oi the unfailing patriotism of the Jew- 
ish people of .the new world. To quote 
from a critic of Mr. Wolf's work, "he has 
proved beyond cavil that from an early 
stage of our history down to the pres- 
ent day men of the Hebrew race and 
faith have been, counted in the van of 
the country's progress, and in the fore- 
front of its defense. They have per- 
formed an ample part in the conquest 
of our liberties and have fully shared 
in the struggles for the preservation of 
our institutions." 


The coming of the Jew to the new 


world was very early, indeed. He came 
over with Columbus. Dr. .Moses Kayser 
ling', the renowned savant of Buda- 
Pesth, has proved that the illustrious 
Genoese navigator had among his crew 
in the, three vessels which sailed from 
P'aJos oti August 3, 1492, members of the 
race of Abraham. One of these Jews, 
Eodrigo Sanchez, a relative of the 
royal treasurer of Arragxmian Spain, 
accompanied the expedition as veedor, 
w superintendent, at the special request 
o;t Queen Isabella-. The ship physician 
.•ind surgeon were also Jews. Sanchez 
was the second to espy the land of the 
n<:w world before the shout of "Tierra! 
Ti.erra!" Columbus had, in fact, studied 
the astronomical tables of the Jewish 
scholar Zacuto, and landing da}-, -Fri- 
day, October 10, 1492, was—strangely 
enough—the Jewish day of great 
hosannas. It was like a prophecy of the 
new life which the oppressed Jews were 
to find in America, and a prediction ol 
the constantly increasing factor which 
th«!3~ were to become in the new empire 
ol the west. 


The first definite Jewish settlement 


in America occurred in Brazil about 
154S. The first within the United States 
took place in 3G54, when 2? Jewish emi- 
grants from Bahia, South America, ar- 
rived in New Amsterdam. The Dutch 
governor then was Peter Stuyvesant, 
who had something- of the Jew baiter 
in his nature, so that future immigrants 
generally settled in Newport, R. I. Just 
when the first Jews came to Philadel- 
phia is uncertain, but evidently some 
time before their settlement in the 
southern states (Savannah, Ga., 1733), 
Samuel Keimer, the printer of Benja- 
min franklin's Pennsylvania Gazette. 
•«-as most probably of Tsraelitish de- 
scent, for he kept the Jewish Sabbath 
and wore the long beard. Mick vehIsrael 
(Hope of Israel), the first Jewish re- 
ligious assembly in Pennsylvania, was 
founded in this city practically in 1747. 
Philadelphia ca-n well be proud of the 
patriotic record of her Jewish citizen- 
ship in the past, as recorded preem- 
inently in Henry Samuel Morais' com- 
prehensive work on "The Jews of Phila- 
delphia." They have been in their high- 
est aspect typical Americans, true to the 
new American, ideals. "We need but re- 
member such Jews as those whose 
names may still be seen in Independence 
hall subscribed to the nonimportation 
resolutions; to generous Haym Solo- 
mon, fit fellow -worker with Kobert Mor- 
ris, who loaned over $350,000 to tiie 
cause of the revolution and was never re- 
paid, and to Col, Isaac Franks, an aid 
de camp to Gen. Georg-e Washington. 
Of civic dignitaries mention need only 
be made of Simon. Gratz, one of the 
founders of the Pennsylvania academy 
of fine arts, and Judge'Moses Levy, also 
a recorder of the city and a trustee of 
the University of Pennsylvania, Her 
Jewish, citizens of to-day are nobly up- 
holding their heritage of civic honor.— 
Philadelphia Becord.

One 
band was free and I fired two shot, 
from my revolver. Then came anot-he: 
crushing blow on the head and I los 
consciousness. 


"Three days later I caine to myself 


My head ached and my body was sore 
even to the touch. I then learned tha 
rny unknown, enemy had been a gorilla 
It seems that some hunters returning 
from the Interior had brought a hug-i 
beast as a present to the hotel man 
There were no accommodations for th 
•newcom-er, and until they could be pro 
vided, he had 'been chained to a big 
tree in the garden. By some means 
he had broken his chain, though it was 
an exceptionally strong one, and I was 
the first thing he found to pounce upon 


"When I fired the second shot, m: 


American in the hotel, 'Texas Wilson 
bj- name, had heard it, and calling for t 
lantern, he seized his gun and ran ou 
to see what, the trouble was. After 
he had g-one about 200 yards the ligb 
from his lantern flashed full iji the face 
of a giant gorilla, who was carry ing me 
on his back. The beast scowled and ut- 
tered repeated a.ngry cries. Wilson 
was a man who possessed .courag-e o: 
the hig-hest order, and the coolness thai 
long experience in the southwest as a 
cowboy had taught him. He was 
dead shot and he waited until he coult 
get a chance at my captor without in- 
juring- me. When it came he fired. The 
animal fell, He carried me to the hotel 
and here I am.—Cincinnati Enquirer.

A Kemartable Photoffraph- 


Prof. Boys, of London, recently deliv- 


ered an illustrated lecture in which he 
showed photographs of the Lee-Metford 
bullet as it passed through a quarter- 
inch sheet of glass. Just before the bul- 
let touched the sheet the airwave cut a 
disk of glass about half an inch in diam- 
eter clean out. At the same time the 
glass around the hole was crushed into 
powder and driven back at an extremely 
rapid rate. The glass stuck to the bul- 
let for a short time after it liad passed 
through, the disk being driven out in 
front of the "bow-wave." In this ex- 
periment the waves caused by the 
vibrations of the glass were plainly 
shown. A photograph of the bullet after 
it had cleared the glass by nine inches 
showed tihe remainder of th«! glass in- 
tact, but when the bullet bad proceeded 
another 16 inches the sheet of glass was 
seen to break and fall in fragments.—X.
